of sources, agents, etc. which, naturally enough, it is 
not normél Bureeu policy to divulge to outsiae agencivs. 
Urery is uncerstgndably reluctant to devote nis overwor“zed 
time to re-nashing such c long report for us, but he nas 
sent it over to Cimperman. 


It is just possible that Cimperman, who may not be 
es constrained by F.B.I. washington regulations, wiil snow 
you the report, and if so all is well. If, however, ina 
month's time you have not seen it (possibly on a "see and 
return" baktays please let me know and we shell do what we 
can to obtuin a copy. We are, of course, anxicus tnat 
inforseation should not be withheld from us either bccuuse 
it is not in a suitable form or because it is too muh 
labour to reduce it to one. However, we do not wish xs 
yet to go above Fmory's head, us it might get him a rocket 
ana that is the last thing we want.

wniting until a good market price ws obtainable, on the other side the 
requirements of the sender of the goods were sometines very urgent and had to 
be ~#t before t @ imported row raterial was sold, for this reason mobilisation 
of capital wns necensary, mostly \n the form of sdyances on shipments. The 
Voatwag mobilised especially its resources with the D.A.D, Bank Berlin and the 
Deutschen Devisen Bank Berlin, In this way they obtained advances on shiprents 
and were able to plhoe their orders with Cernan ects BL during the yoars 192,- 
1953 (the year of the advent of Hitler). The Voswng had established stations 
for collecting, assorting, drying and oonfectioning of furs and casings, hog 
casings, “nd sheep onsings, Throughout China, Mongolia and several placer 
in China the stations in Russia could work ot that tire acoorling to the new 
economic policy which wns introduced in the “. E.P. period. This state of 
thingo ceaned after a few yoars when the N,EZ.P. policy was thrown over and all 
the branches of foreign enterprises had to clear out, but it was developed in 
Mongolia and China where no such restrictions existed. The business was a 
very important one and the Vostwnz has created o;ecial types of mohinery for 
Mongolian country without any roads at all, ard the first lorries built especially 
for this desolated state of corranication were crossing the country and 
delivering goods of the Vostwng from the Russian border to Chins. The Vostwag 
after the seizure of points by Hitler had of course to undergo like all other 
firms in Germany a process of Nazification, that means, without regard to capac- 
ity or merits the very founders of the company and of this business found it . 
impossible to continue their work. They preferred to leave Cermny, and they 
took with them part of their fortune and they tried successfully to take away 
the big China and Mongolian business from Vostwng, The Vostwaz branch in 
Urgn, Mongolin, declared themselves autonomous. A special branch was formed in 
Paris and another in New York and Shanghai which were run on American and 
Chinese capital, in order to be able to fulfil the obligations and to supply 
the needs of Mongolian consignments of goods, The Par Eastern Pur Trading 
Company was an enterprise similiar to those enumerated above, whereby it was
